LONDON (CP)—It was an¬

Breweries will be permitted to 
continue beer production at last 
year's level In spite of the smaller 
supply of sugar.

Morrison also told the House of 
Commons the meat content and 
pride of sauaages will soon be a 
matter for the government’s de¬ 
cision.

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Big Flood Loss ^ 
h 10 Minutes 
At Berkeley, CaL 

SAN FRANCISCO (AP)—A 
cloudburst sent three raging 
streams down on Berkeley, Calif., 
and caused damage estimated at 
si00,OOO within 10 minutes today. 

Harry Goodrich, dty engineer 
of Berkeley, who estimated the 
damage, said the moan severely 
struck sections "look as If they 
had been hit by an earthquake." 

Already, through many parts of 
northern California, floods had 
forced some 3,000 persons from 
their homes and caused great pro¬ 
perty and crop damage. 

At Berkeley, Strawberry Creek, 
running through the University 
of California campus, swept Into 
the b u si n ess section, tors stocks 
from shelves, overturned show¬ 
cases and carried an automobile 
on Its crest for half a block. 

The flash flood burst through 
the floors of four business build¬ 
ings, near the north gate of the 
campus, and raised havoc with 
everything within four feet of the 
floor. 

Another stream tore away s 
block of hillside, piling dirt over 
yards and against houses. A 
four-car garage was torn down 
and the slide crashedinto a riding 
academy stable, injuring some a 
the 33 horses stabled there.

Mr. Hull revealed that copies of 
hit recent statements concerning 
contact! made with neutraA with 
a view of establishing a better 
world order after peace had been 
sent to ail United States repre¬ 
sentatives abroad, so these diplo¬ 
mats could call them to the atten¬ 
tion of the governments to which 
they are accredited. 

Asked at his press conference 
whether this referred solely to 
capitals of neutral nations.

Hull said It meant all capitals. 

The action was taken, he said, 
with a view to preparations for 
postwar adjustments, economic 
and military. He emphasized the 
conversations had nothing to do 
with conditions during the war.

Group Goes to Aid 
Furnish Aimy 

HELSINKI (API—The Hel¬ 
sinki radio announced tonight 
that the first Canadian volun¬ 
teers had arrived In Finland to 
Join the Finnish forces. 

LONDON (CP) — About 300 
British volunteers, including 
several Canadians, members of 
an international brigade organ¬ 
ized to help Finland against 
Russia, were disclosed today to 
be already on their way to the 
northern war fronts. 

This first contingent comprise* 
about a quarter of the Inter¬ 
national force enlisted in Britain 
to give unofficial military aid to 
the Finns, supplementing undis¬ 
closed quantities of war materials 
which the British government 
has sent to Finland. 

While the International Bri¬ 
gade has no official status in 
Britain, its memben will wear 
battle, dress like that of the Brit¬ 
ish army with silver collar 
badges carrying the letters 
"f.N." for intern a (tonal. They 
are to use British war materials 
already In Finland. 

British organizations are con¬ 
tinuing to collect money, cloth¬ 
ing. medical supplies, ambulances 
and fire engines for Finland. 
One organization announced to¬ 
day it had raised $686,000, 

Nearly 300 Hungarian volun¬ 
teers recently passed through 
London en route to Finland and 
another party la expected to 
reach here shortly. 

TALK OF EXPEDITION 

Meanwhile a movement for 
still more aid to the embattled 
Scandinavian nation gained 
momentum with some suggest¬ 
ing that an expeditionary force 
be sent. 

Talk of such an expedition has 
been inspired by contention that 
the aid already given Finland is 
not sufficient to turn tho tide of 
war against the Red army.

Of War Services Offered ham

After studying the recently-an¬ 
nounced schedule of naval pay 
and allowances sent to kirn by 
the Department of National De¬ 
fence, R. W. Mayhew ha* recom¬ 
mended to the government that 
naval men's dependents should 
be on a comparatively equal 
status with dependents in other 
branches of the forces. 

Revision upward of marriage 
allowance rates payable to sea¬ 
men of noncommissioned ranks 
is made; also grants of marriage 
allowance to commissioned men 
who had not previously received 
same. 

Seamen most allot a minimum 
of IS days' pay a month to their 
wive*. Thia added to the mar¬ 
riage allowance of 73 cents a day 
make* a minimum for a wile of 
$ 50 . 25 . - 

The statement made that a 
seaman’s wife gets only this 
amount whereas a soldier's wife 
gets $20 assigned pay and $35 
allowance ia unfair because moat 
seamen send much more than 
IS days* pay home, It was ex¬ 
plained. Even if not, a sailor 
would have $37.73 for his own 
use. A soldier would have only 
$«- 

A sailor may claim still an al¬ 
lowance for four children. Army 
and air force may only claim for 
two children. Navy marriage al¬ 
lowance rate* for wives and 
children vary on the number of 
children from 75 cents a day for 
wife alone to $1.73 for a wife 
and four children or more. 

A man, wife and four children 
receive in all $108. A familv with 
two children receive $93. Since 
the outbreak of war 978 seamen 
recruited; 718 get *1.83 a day 
ainct they arc experienced sea¬ 
men selected from marine 
service. 

Two hundred and sixty get 
$130. Of the entire ratings, the 
vast majority get $135, because 
they have required experience, 
and among married men practi¬ 
cally ail of them get $138. i 

Of approximate 200 married 
men In rating class who are get¬ 
ting $1.30 a day'the comparison 
la not unfavorable to seamen, 
because while his total tem¬ 
porarily is for man and wife, 
$6730 a month aa compared with 
$74 a month, he la really 'an 
apprentice and will get $136 a day 
wi thin -pin m o nth s . - — 

When the husband is in (he 
army or air force, the maximum 
for a private la $1-35 a day, plus 
$35 a month for a wife and $12 
for each child, or $98 a month. 
This la the maximum he can 
claim A navy man with wife 
and one child gets total of $86. 
Navy regulations in addition have 
been broadened for allowance to 
be paid to widowed mothers and 
certain other direct relatives. The 
rates are established so that there 
wiU be equitable treatment of de¬ 
pendents with those In army.

BUCHAREST (AP)—Authori- 
tative quarters said today Ger¬ 
many had offered to guarantee 
Rumania's borders in return for 
huge increases in oil, wheat and 
other raw material shipments to 
tho Reich. 

These sources said the plan 
was submitted while the Ru¬ 
manian cabinet considered is¬ 
suing a royal decree for virtual 
civil mobilization to accompany 
military mobilization already un¬ 
dertaken in pari. 

Acceptance of the German 
plan, it was said, would oblige 
Rumania to abandon her plan for 
civil mobilization and send at 
least 1,000,000 of her 1.400,000 
men under arm* back to their 
Job* in field* and factories. 

The German plan also waa said 
to Include a promise to prevail 
on Hungary, Bulgaria and Soviet 
Russia to abandon their terri¬ 
torial claims on Rumania and 
sign nonagretsion pacta with her. 

Germany was reported ready 
to sponsor a new railway agree¬ 
ment between Rumania and’ 
Hungary to make It easier to 
transport vital supplies to. (he 
Reich. 

Authoritative quarters said It 
waa extremely doubtful whether 
Rumania would accept the plan 
because the price—a virtual Nail 
monopoly of her exports—waa 
considered far too high. 

The proposed civil mobilization 
order would give the govern- 
ment control of all Industry 
similar to the plan already in 
operation In Turkey. 

Dr. Karl Clodlus, Germany's 
economic expert, postponed a 
visit to Bucharest until next 
week. Observer* said this waa to 
give Rumania time to study the 
German plan. 

The recent favorable trend of 
French and British relations with 
Rumania, wherein the Allies re¬ 
sumed shipping raw materials, 
warplanes and armament* to Ru¬ 
mania, waa seen as another bar 
to the German proposal. 

Meanwhile, Rumania was 
scheduled to call an additional 
200,009 reservists to the colors 
March L awellmg the army to 
1,600,000— virtually general mob¬ 
ilization.
